sient cause for anxiety in this respect. “It

“In this 
respect the Caledonian Bank is blameless— 
as blameless as the most innoceiit and. un- 
fortunate. contributory of the defaulting 
bank, Jn truth, it was in a more favour, 
able position than avy other shateholder- 
Yoasmuch as its holding is small (only four 
rshares), while ita resources are large, its 
aid-up capital, its surplus-fund, and its 
‘building fund balance, ‘all. intact, amount- 
ing to £250,000.

THE: WILDE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
‘(Temes.) 

Ta o recent general article upon the sub- 
ject of the electric light we referred to the 
‘circumstance that several practical minds 
wore. then busily ‘engaged in working out 
special systems of electric lighting. Ono 
of these gentlemen was Mr Henry Wilde, 
of Manchester, who, it will be remembered, 
8 fow months since institated legal proceed- 
ings in the new type of Granime alternat- 
ing current machine. Mr Wilde having 
designed a complete. system ‘of electric 
lighting apparatus and Having just develop- 
ed it into a practical shape, a private view 
was afforded. last Friday evening to a few 
scientific gentlemen and others interested 
in the subject. The experimental lighting 
was exhibited at the teleurapiie apparatus 
works of Mesers, L. Clark, Muirhead, and 
Co., Regency-strect, Westminster. 

Tho Wilde electric light apparatus con- 
sists of an electromagnetic. induction 
‘machine producing altcrnating currents 
and a oarbon-holder or lamp of very simplo 
construction. The machine is the outcome 
of several yeors of patient study ond 
practical research, and hag passed through 
many: changes since the first one was 
described before the Royal Society by Mr 

ide somo 12 years since, when~ho an- 
nounced the discovery that electric currents 
and magnets indefinitely“ weak could, by 
induction and tranemutation, produce mag- 
nets of ‘indefinite strength, ~ The large 
machine consists. of a disc of cast-iron 
which is mounted on a horizontal driving 
shaft, Attached to the disc and projecting 
from either sido of it are 16 cores ‘or 
armatures, while on either sido of these: 
again aro 16 cylindrical : eleotro-maguets, 
which are fixed to tho side-framing at the 
same distance from the driving shaft. and 
from gach other as the iron cores on the 
revolving disc, The two circles of maguets, 
consequently, have their poles opposite 
each other with tho diso and its circle of 
jron cores révolving between them. The 
cylindrical bar maguets are each coiled with 
650ft. of insulated copper wire, and the he- 
lices are grouped together toform a fourfold 
circnit 2,686ft. in length. They ore joined 
up in such « manner that adjacent magnets 
in each circle, as well as those directly 
opposite in both circles, have north and 
south polarity in relation to each other. 
Thé longth of insulated wire on. oach 
armature is 11Gf., and these helicgs..are 
divided into eight groups of four each and 
coupled up for an intensity of 4ft. + 464ft. 
One. of the groupsis used for producing 
the minor current for-exciting the circle 
of . electro-magnets, while the remaining 
groups aro: joined together for a quantity 
of seven. and an intensity of four for’ the 
production of the major current from the 
machine. The ‘helices: for exciting: the 
electro-magneta are connected with s com: 
mutator, while those producing the major 
current are placed in connexion either with 
a pair of rings outside the machine or with 
another commutator’ according as the al- 
ternating or direct current from the machine- 
is ropes “This machine, which is: of 
16-light power, was exhibited, but not nied 
‘upon the occasion of our visit, a smaller 
one having only ten cores fixed on either. 
side of the revolving dic, and ten © ri 
cal electro magnets placed on either side of 
them being employed. In all ‘other re- 
Hee the smaller machine is similar to 
the larger one. ‘The current is led away 
to the lamps by conductors in the usual 
way.~ The working parte are enclosed in a 
oylindrical casing, which is carried in an 
iron framing, the. whole apparatus menasur- 
ing Sft. high by Sit, Gin. long and 2ft. 
wide and being driven ‘off a pulley by 
belting. ; 

The light is produced by means of a pair 
of carbon rods eaph abont Vin. long and 
fhreo'sixteenths of an inch in diameter. 
Wero these rods united laterally by an 
insulating material they would form the 
-Jablochkoff candle.- But. they are. not, 
being fixed in a pair of holders, parallel 
to each other, in a vertical position, and 
abont one-eigth: of an inch opart.’ On. 
producing the electric light from the ends 
of these carbons, if the strength of the 

rent, the thickness of the carbons, and 
the distance between them be rightly 
proportioned, the carbons will burn steadily 
down until they are wholly, consumed, _ In 
order to light the carbons automatically 
and to prevent any interruption in ‘the 
continuity of the current extinguishing. all 
the lights in the same circuit, one of the 
sarbon holders is hinged to 9 small cact- 
iron base plate, which is so constructed as 
to become an: electro-magnet. when coiled 
with 8 few turns of insuleted wire. When 
no current is being transmitted through 
tho carbons their upper parts are always in 
contact, being maintained so by a spring. 
under the hinged carbon holder. When, 
however,an alternating current is trans:. 
mitted through the carbons, the electro- 
magnet attracts the armature and separates 
the uppet ends of the carbons, which 
brings them into their'normal position, anil 
the Ught is immediately produced, Should 
the cironit be interrapted the armature is 
roloated, the tpper ends of the carbons 
come into contact, and the Nght is produced 
es before.” When several pairs or gerbone- 
are placed in the satne clrouit they are by 
this arrangement lit sitnultaneonsly.
